Judge Lebbeus R. Wilfley of St. Louis 
was declared by President Roosevelt 
Monday to be innocent of the charges 
made against his official conduct as 
Judge of the United States Court at 
Shanghai, China. The President's 
declaration was made, according to 
Washington dispatches, {n a communi- 
cation to the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee, which has been _hearing charges 
against Judge Wilfley as part of a pro- 
posed impeachment proceeding. 

The President sent to the House Com- 
mittee a report from Secretary of State 
Root, with whom the original charges 
Were filed. The charges were improper | 
discrimination against certain lawyers, 
who were disbarred by Judge Wilfley, 
and that he had failed to suppress a 
lottery. 

Secretary Root’s. report was that the 
charges were ‘‘fine drawn and without 
substance,”’ and were due to the Judge's 
action in ridding the American colony 
in Shanghai of “undesirables” who 
thrived on vicious busines practices and 
discredited the American name.

With this report, the President in- 
closes his letter to Secretary Root, 
which is as follows:

If you, St. Louls woman, were to ex- 
ercise your leap year privilege today 
and had to choose between a policeman 
and a fireman for a husband, which 
would you select? 

The fireman is on duty all the time, 
while policemen now work only eight 
hours a day. Three shifts of policemen 
look after the peace of the city, while 
only one shift of firemen guards its 


safety. 

Yet Chief Swingley says that women 
whose husbands are firemen should not 
complain of their lot. 

One Wife’s Complaint. 

The wife of a city fireman recently 
wrote to the Post-Dispatch saying that 
her life was made ‘‘more miserable 
than that of a soldier,’’ because her 
husband only came home twice a day 
for an hour and a half each time, and 
is home only one night in each week. 
She says that because of his absence 
from his home he has lost all affection 
for his wife and children. He was a 
good husband until he got to be a fire- 
man. Since he got on the department 
“the babies are forgotten,’ she says. 

“He comes and goes like a stranger,” 
she says, ‘‘and he is not the same man 
he was before he got the job of being 


a fireman.”’ 
“The fireman is ‘ood deal better off 
years ago,’ said 


than he was a few 
Fire Chief Swingley. ‘In answer to the 


Jetter I would say that I live the life 


of a fireman myself. I sleep in an en- 
gine house and have done so ever since 
I entered the department as a boy. I 
go home at my regular meal hours and 
when the bell strikes a fire I leave the 
table and jump out the same as the 
men do. 
Fireman Not a Banker. 

“Of course, my wife would like it bet- 
ter if I stayed at home all the time. 
But a fireman is not a banker. When 
he joins the department he knows that 
he must live in the fire house and thet 
he can go home only at certain hours 
to his meals. He knows that he has one 
day off a week, the same as I have, 
and he takes advantage of it by taking 


his wife out and entertaining her the] 


same as every other man does. 

‘There are 726 men in the department 
and everyone of them is treatea as well 
as the other. The girl who marries s 
fireman knows that her husband has 
three hours a day for his meals and 
that he has one night a week at home. 
If a fireman cannot make a woman 
contented and.happy in those hours he 
never will. 

“The life of a fireman is not a picnic. 
Firemen are about the same as other 
men, no better, no worse. So far as lI 
know, firemen’s wives are satisfied 
with their lives. There are worse.’’ 


One Wife Is Contented. 

The wife of a fireman, who would not 
permit her name to be used, said: 

‘My husband has climbed up in the 
force until he has got to be a Captain. 
When I married him he was a private 
in the ranks. The ‘lonely wife’ of a 
fireman who writes to the Post-Dis- 


patch is altogether wrong about the 
I have 
several friends who are ‘the wives of 
firemen and thev are as happy as I. 
Firemen get good wages, and 80 per 
cent of them are married. 

“My husband has three hours a day 
at home for his meals. One day in six 
he has off, and then he takes me driv- 
ing or to the matinee. That is more 
than a lot of the women get whose hus- 
bands are clerks or merchants. There 
is nothing the matter with the lives of 
the wives of firemen—if the firemen are 
all right.’

“T’m Sorry for the little woman,” he 
said. “If she is lonely she belongs in 
that class.

KILLS ANARCHIST IN HOME 


Shippy Stabbed and His Son and Coachman 
Shot by Italian During Desperate 
Struggle.

forehead and unusually small head. 
Chief Describes Tragedy. 

Chief Shippy said he believed that the 
presence of his son saved the Chief's 
life. 

“I was called to the door Ly the maid 
this morning,” he said, “just as I was 
preparing to go to the office. She told 
me the stranger there was the same 
man who called at the house three times 
yesterday, saying he had an important 


letter for me, but refusing to leave it 


with her. When I asked him for the 
note he made a suspicious move, and as 
I tried to grab him he jerked out a 
knife and cut me twice over the right 
arm. 

“Harry, my son, and Jim Foley, the 
driver, who lives at the house, heard 
the noise and rushed to the door, push- 
ing me aside. Just then the assassin 
started firing, the first two shots strik- 
ing Harry in the chest. As he fell one 
shot hit Foley in the hand. 

‘‘As the fellow started to run, I got 
my gun working and he went down at 
the first shot, but I emptied the pistol 
to make sure of him.” 

Later in the day the Chief gave in- 
structions for a general roundup of all 
suspected anarchists, Black Hand mem- 
bers and other suspicious characters. 
They will be given the choice of stand- 
ing trial as suspicious characters or 
leaving the city immediately. 

The attack on the Chief is believed 
to have been inspired by the recent 
activity of the Chicago police follow- 
ing the killing of Father Leo Heinrichs, 
a Roman Catholic priest, who was shot 
by an anarchist in Denver while he 
was administering the sacrament to his 
slayer. 

Immediately following the tragedy in 
Denver attempts were made to trace 
the crime to a conspiracy hatched in 
Chicago. The local police discovered 
that a society of Italians was formed 
here and had, been issuing inflamma- 
tory literature aimed at clericals and 
that also several local clergymen had 
received threatening letters. 

Police Guarded Churches. 

Yesterday while the funeral of Father 
Leo was being held in Paterson, N. J., 
details of police guarded several Roman 
Catholic churches here. Especial pre- 
cautions were taken in the Italian quar- 
ter, where officers in citizens’ clothes 
scrutinized every worshiper in thé con- 
gregations. Later the officers moved to 
the altars and stood guard over the 
priests as they conducted the services. 

In addition to these measures all well- 

known anarchists in the city, among 
them Emma Goldman, were warned 
that they would not be allowed to make 
addresses in public. So far as is known 
none attempted to disobey this order 
and no arrests were made of followers 
of the-cult. 
The documents sent out by the Italian 
organization were carefully worded and 
an examination of them showed that 
prosecutions based thereon might have 
failed because of technical shortcom- 
ings. 

Shippy Veteran City Employe. 
Born in Chicago in 1854, Chief of Po- 
lice George M. Shippy has served 32 of 
his 54 years in the employ of the city 
of Chicago. He joined the Fire De- 
partment in’ 1876 and became the Cap- 
tain in 1884. He became a member of 
the police force in 1887 and has been 
active in that- department ever since. 
He was appointed Chief of Police by 
Mayor Busse April 6, 1907. 

On Oct. 27, 1879, Mr. Shippy married 
Sadie L. Randall of Ashton, Ill.,; She 
objected to his continuing in the Fire 
Department, fearing that he would be 
killed, and he resigned and went into 
business for a short time. On Sept, 1, 
1887, he Was appointed a patrolman by 
Mayor Roche.

WHILE HE SLEPT; SENT 
MURDERER TO HIS DEATK 


Letters Show That Reported Opin- 
ion on Affirmed Sentence Was 


Written While Somnambulistic. 

. CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 2.—A 
remarkable story has just come to light 
here of an opinion of the Supreme Court 
of Tennessee affirming the death sen- 
tence of Andrew Smith, a negro, in 
1870. 

The opinion Was written by Chief Jus- 
tice Nicholson when he was in a S0m- 
nambulistic state and was thoroughly 
sound both as to the law and the facts. 
It is one of the reported opinions, be- 
ing printed as an authority to this day 
on the technical law points involved. 

Peter Turney, afterward Governor of 
Tennessee, saw the Chief Justice arise 
from his bed, write the léngthy docu- 
ment and again retire. Next day, Jus- 
tice Nicholson had no recollection of the 
incident. 

The elaborate opinion covered all the 
facts cited and ended with an affirma- 
tion of the court below. Letters from 
the late Gov. Turney, in the possession 


of one of Chattanooga’s most prominent 
attorneys, corroborate the foregoing

Succumbs to Heart Failure 
in Night. 

ALBANY, N. Y., March 2.—Andrew 
Hamilton, better known as “Judge’’ 
Hamilton, formerly distributor of the 
‘“vellow dog” fund of the New York 
Life and other insurance companies, for 
many years in charge of litigation and 
legislative matters for them in the vari- 
ous states of the Union and in Canada, 
died suddenly of heart disease in his 
sleep some time Saturday night, and 
was found by members of his family 
about 10:30 o’clock Sunday morning at 
his home. 

For the last ten years of his life 
Judge Hamilton was best known as an 
expert authority on insurance law, up- 
on which he has written widely. His 
annotation of the insurance law of titis 
State is regarded as practically alone in 
its field. He issued the first editions of 
the State penal code and code of crim- 
inal procedure and was editor also of 
the State corporation laws, banking law, 
railroad law and other laws. 

Judge Hamilton came into prominence 
during the Armstrong insurance inves- 
tigation in 1905, when his unexpected ap- 
pearance before the Insurance Commit- 
tee, which was holding a public hear- 
ing in the Assembly chamber on the 
afternoon of Thursday, March 15, 1906, 
was one of the most dramatic incidgnts 
that has ever taken place at the State 
Capitol.

THE SINS OF THE RAILROADS. 

The president of an Eastern railway company 
1878 | practically advises all who are engaged in the 
transportation business to put their huures in 
order, as, in his opinion, both of the great po- 
litical parties will this year make the sis of th: 
railroads the leading campaign issue. 

Evidence on every hand goes to siow that the 
sins of the railroads are not what they were a 
few years ago. No attempt was then made to 
enforce the laws. Favoritism in the various 
forms of rebating was almost universe:. There 
were men like Paul Morton who admitted the 
evil and pleaded helplessness. _ 

Not only was there discrimination in rates, but 
in a dozen other ways. 
Some men could get cars and others could not. 
Some freight was handled expeditivusly while 
in other cases it was sidetracked and “lost.” 
One man found an embargo upon his business, 
while his neighbor or competitor enjoyed ex- 
cellent service. A blight fell upon soire sections 
while other sections rolled in prosperity. 

There were two classes of railway offenders, 
one small and the other large. There were the 
exploiters and high financiers, like ‘larriman, in 
one group and the other comprehendec most of 
the managing men among the officers of the 
various roads. 

In the old days of the “gentlemen’s agreements” 
it was found that railway managers would not 
keep faith with each other. They soon made no 
pretense of keeping faith with their customers. 
The sins of the railroads were well-nigh unbear- 
able before much was said about them. So much 
has been done by the nation and by the states 
of late that it may be held with truth that the 
trarsportation business jis more honestly con- 
Gucted today than it ever was before. It har 
heen revolutionized. 

it has cost the railroads and the people g 
great deal to learn this lesson, but if it shail 
riove to have been well learned; if the colossal 
and the petty villainies so long practiced have 
been eradicated, and if a higher sen3. of responsi- 
bility and honor has been established all along 
the line in railway management, the experience, 
dear as it has been, will be cheap at the price. 

There is one way by which the men who control 
the railroad can easily draw the teeth of furth- 
er harmful political agitation, and that is by 
maintaining their good behavior. If the -sins 
of the railroads are all in the past, no political 
party can profit much by assailing them.

One View of Prohibition.

We have 22 breweries here, each employing, say. 
1500 people, which makes an average total of 33,000 
employes. We have 2400 saloons, each saloon having 
one bartender or more, some having four or five, say 
all told 2500 men, witbout counting the proprietors. 
The breweries and saloons then employ some 36,300 
people, without counting saloon porters. We will 
say the breweries pays on a total average $3000 per 
year city taxes, a total of $66,000; the saloon keeper, 
$2 per day or $700 a year city license, making $15,800 
per year. The breweries and saloons then pay into 
the city treasury $82,800 a year. That much cut off 
frcm our city income’must come from somewhere. 
Where? Why, from the property owners for in- 
creased taxes. How will they pay it? Easy! Thy 
will raise your rent. Now, where are all these people 
going to find work? There is 35,500 of them. Then 
ihe proprietors will not go out looking for manual 
Inbor. What will he do? He will simply engage in 
other business, thus bringing more competition into 
the ranks of the already full grocers, butchers, res- 
taurants and what-nots.
